Sciences on fallout from bomb 
tests support a statement made 
by AEC Chairman Lewis 
Strauss. 


Strauss told a House Appro- 
priations subcommittee that 
luminous wrist watch dials de- 
liver more radiation “than all 
that received from the accumu- 
lated fallout to date.” 


An AEC spokesman said the 
figures implied in Strauss’s 
statement were in line with 
estimates published by N.A.S. 
in its radiation report of June 
1956. The spokesman said, how- 
ever, that the academy had not 
made any comparisons with 
luminous wrist watches. 


Declaring that Strauss was 
speaking about “external” ra- 
diation from fallout—that is, 
radiation exposure to the body 
from fallout on the ground or 
in the air, as distinguished from 
fallout that might get into the 
body itself —- the spokesman 
said: 

1. An estimate has been made 
by Dr. Willard Libby of AEC 
that the dose to the central 
part of the body, including the 
sex organs, from a luminous 
dial wrist watch is about 40- 
1000ths of a roentgen per year.

In addition, they are 
paid differentials according to 
their job rating; as a first-class 
driver, Lyutikov receives 141 
rubles. A seniority differential 
adds about 140 rubles. Bonuses 
and special awards further in- 
crease the income. 


‘Lyutikov averaged 2200 rubles 
a month last year. That is 
enough to buy a television set 
yor a better-than-average Soviet 
suit of clothes. It is one tenth 
of the purchase price of a Po- 
beda, the most popular Soviet 
automobile. It will buy 88 bot- 
tles of the best vodka, or five 
pairs of shoes, 


As a union member Lyutikov 
gets 90 per cent of his salary 
when he is on sick-leave, a non- 
member would get 60 per cent. 
All the drivers of Bus Division 
No. 1 belong to the union. If 
a member goes to a rest home 
or sanitarium for his vacation, 
the union pays part of the cost. 

Lyutikov and his wife, Maria 
Aleksandrovna, and their two 
children live in a small apart- 
ment in a building completed 
only last year. It is situated in 
Rublevo, a suburb about 20 
miles west of the center of Mos- 
cow. They have one room, about 
15 by 25 feet that serves as 
living room, dining room and 
bedroom. They have a small 
kitchen and their own bath- 
room.

By that I 
mean that most of the things we laugh at are disasters 
of one degree or another, either actual or make-be- 
lieve. What are jokes about? They're about fat peo- 
ple, skinny people, dumbbells, small hotel rooms, 
drunks, high prices, war, marital tensions, laziness and 
—well, as Christian tradition lists them: pride, cove- 
tousness, lust, anger, gluttony, envy and sloth.

IN OTHER WORDS, there’s nothing amusing about 
perfection, Things are funny in some sort of loose 
relation to how far they fall short of perfection, 

Almost every comedy sketch, therefore, either makes 
father look like a goof, portrays a fighter as punchy, 
makes an old maid seem man crazy, a motorcycle cop 
gruff and rude, a drunk an object of laughter or some 
other character selected from real life appear ridic- 
ulous. You are perfectly at liberty to protest about all 

to thing amusing about any 


fire all the comedians, which, now that I think of it, 
isn't exactly in the realm of science fiction. 

It will be more productive, of course, to live with 
the reality of the problem, to appreciate that humor is 
a gift of the gods that enables us to magically multi- 
ply our sometimes meager fund of material joy. 

So, bus drivers, don’t waste time writing to Jackie 
Gleason. School teachers, don’t bother to complain 
about Our Miss Brooks. Firemen, don’t—especially 
this late in the century—start complaining about 
Smith and Dale's firehouse sketch. Presley fans, Bob 
Hope doesn’t see your angry postcards; Liberace-lov- 
ers, George Gobel has a staff of secretaries who han- 
dle your protests and who know that Liberace himself 
loves to hear comedians do jokes about him. 

Me, I’m fascinated by people and I like to hear them 
ticking, so I've given the matter a bit of study.

, Lawrence Welk or what-have-you, he’s usual-

There's a very profound lesson to be learned here, 
I think. You and I can smugly assume that we're su-

We don’t claim to know a thing 
about architecture, or deep-sea diving, or playing the 
zither, but we all pose as authorities when it comes 
to the artistry of Sid Caesar. 

This is not to say, of course, that all TV and radio 
sketches are hilariously funny. Once in a while a rou- 
tine doesn't succeed, but the f people to know it 
are the performers and the writers, just as the people 
who understand when a new airplane is a failure are 
the pilot and the draftsmen. 

e all must learn, I think, never to say “Wally Cox 
isn’t funny.” Those few of us who are not amused by 
Wally must say “he is not funny TO ME.” And once 
we've learned about the subjectivity and objectivity 
of comedy we just might be able to apply our lesson 
to the fields of politics, morals, religion, philosophy 
ae the dear, delicate business of living with each 
other.

CASTEL GANDOLFO, 

Aug 20 (INS). 
QUIET man sits reading in 
the shade of old oak trees. 
He is reading the affairs-of- 
state of the world as reported 
by what some consider the finest 
diplomatic corps in the world— 

the Roman Catholic Church. 

He lias been reading beneath 
the shade of the trees for more 
than an hour now, hardly with- 
out glancing up. Once in awhile, 
he will perk to hear the sharp 
notes of the birds he loves so 
well. But that is his only move- 
ment. 

Pope’ Pius XII is on holiday 
here at Castel Gandolfo but he 
never stops working. Now 81, 
he never stops studying, think- 
ing, writing. Since he became 
Pope in 1939, the ascetic-look- 
ing Pontiff has never spared 
himself in his immense task of 
guiding the spiritual lives of 
more than 400,000,000 Catholics. 
He is said to have remarked 
once: “A Pope is no good to the 


‘ church if he is unable to work.” 


Castel Gandolfo isa tiny town 
at the top of a hill, on the 
edge of a large volcanic crater. 
The old crater is now filled 
from under-springs with the 
blue-green waters of the Lake 
of Albano. 

Legend has it that Castel 
Gandolfo is on the site where 
Ascanius. son of Aeneas, found- 
ed Alba Longa. Alba Longa, 
seat of tie Latin Kings, was 
destroyed about 600 B.C. But 
it is considered extremely 
important in the history of the 
wofid because many historians 
considered it the mother of 
many Latin towns, including 
Rome. 


The Papal Palace, itself,:is at 
the far end of Castel Gandolfo’s 
square, Built in 1624 for Pope 
Urban VIII, it stands simple 
and austere above the town. 

A charming fountain by the 
fabled Bernini stands in the 
center of the square. It has 
four spouts. And it is here that 
the farm folk come with flasks 
for their water. Here, also, the 
children climb to splash one 
another. And even among the 
least of man’s helpers, the don- 
key is accorded his place at 
the fountain. 

It is here—within the sound 
of church bells and lapping 
lake water—where the heart of 
Pius leaps with joy. It is said 
that he loves Castel Gandolfo 
more than did any other Pope. 


Pius rises each day at Castel 


Gandolfo at 7 am. From the 
windows in his papal bedroom, 
he has a sweeping view west- 
ward over the plain towards 
the Tyrrhenian sea. And south- 
ward, he looks across Lake 
Alban to the heights of a town 
named Rocca di Papa (‘For- 
tress of the Pope’”’). 

At 7:30 a.m., the Pope cel- 
ebrates mass in his private villa 
chapel. About 8:30, he has a 
light breakfast. He never asks 
for anything particular at break-

fast or any meal. The Pope eats 
and finishes whatever is set be- 
fore him. He always eats alone. 

After breakfast, he reads his 
daily batch of newspapers and 
correspondence. About 9:30 
a.m., he travels by car to the 
nearby Villa Barberini. Here in 
the open air, sheltered by cen- 
turies-old trees, he reads all 
morning. 

About 20 Italian police, who 
take Vatican citizenship, sur- 
round the Pope from a con- 
siderable distance. Only one 
person is near His Holiness, his 
driver-valet. Angelo Stoppa, the 
Pope’s cousin, has held this post 
since Pius was crowned in 1939. 
He always rémains within hear- 
ing distance of Pius. 


The Pope returns to his villa 
for a frugal lunch at 2 p.m., 
then rests a while before return- 
ing to the Barberini gardens. 
There, he paces the ancient 
paths reading his daily “office” 
prayers and meditating. 


These gardens-also command 

a magnificent view«to the sea, 

with Vatican City and Rome in 
sight.

ONE ever disturbs him. 
Nie walks alone. Workers in 
the villa know that Pius lives 
like a clock. Being aware of his 
daily schedule, they never ven- 
ture where they know Pius will 
probably be. No one has ever 
issued such instructions, ac- 
cording to villa officials. The 
workers simply do not wish to 
take the Pope’s time with an 
exchange of greetings. 

It is a simple vacation for 
Pius. But he loves his time in 
Castel Gandolfo — listening to 
the many birds, inhaling the 
aroma of thousands of flowers 
and the many cypress trees. 

After a moderate supper, the 
Pope retires to his private 
apartment in the Papal Palace 
about 7 p.m. There, he spends 
the evening reading or listening 
to symphonic or operatic 
music, frequently until mid- 
night or so. He ends his day 
as it began—in prayer. 

Public audiences are held 
two or three times a week. The 
Pope comes to his window over- 
looking the town square and 
imparts the Papal blessing. It 
is an unusual sight.

But he eats his own eggs, 
butter and vegetables, and 
drinks his own milk daily. 
Even the olive oil on his salad 
comes from the Papal farm at 
Castel Gandolfo. True, he rare- 
ly visits his model farm. But, 
as one of his “hands” puts it: 

“The Pope is as much a farm- 
er as President Eisenhower.” 

When Pius awakes on his 
holiday here, he sometimes can 
hear the cackles of his thou- 
sand or so chickens and the 
crowing of his roosters. And 
as he walks in his majestic 
“Italian gardens,” he can often 
hear the mooing of his more 
than 50 Dutch cows, And some- 
times, even the ‘grunts of 
“Christy”’—his bull from lowa 
—a gift of the National Catholic 
Rural Life group in the United 
States. 

He can hear his two Ameri- 
can-made tractors in the fields 
and the calls of his workers in 
the many vegetable patches. 
And he can see two faithful 
white-maned horses pulling the 
vegetable loads from the fields. 
All ‘the produce from the farm 
is loaded on five trucks and 
driven 17% miles to Vatican 
City where it is distributed as 
well as sold to the 1000 citizens 
within the ancient walls. 

Pope Pius XI turned the first 
hoe of the farm in 1930 and he 
always loved the fields and 


animals. Many times, during 
his holidays at Castel Gandolfo, 
he would inspect the farm to 
sée the fruits of labor. How- 
ever, Pius XII spends most of 
his vacation here in study and
